In trying to put therr.seh es jn the Pres- 


ident's shoes for the purpose of definition 
they must remember that Mr. Roosevelt 
may employ words with different mean- 
ings in mind than appear upon the surface. 
And to put the people in the best possi- 
ble frame of mind to make a correct def- 
inition, sud xvithout piling them up v, ith 
too many examples of the President's way 
of defining, we will merely quote Mr. 
Roosevelt's own language in respect to 
public officials whose relatives cash in on 
their position and influence which should 
always be borne in mind:

After Hitler and Mussolini got Europe 


to its tiptoes by meeting again at the 


" Brenner Pass the Italian paper II Popolo 


d'ltalia wrote that "without North Ameri- 
can aid. England would already have col- 
lapsed.'' 


Americans might like to know of their 


great importance in struggles elsewhere 
but we are sorry that the Italian state- 
ment, like most items in Italian papers, 
is highly erroneous. At least up to Sep- 
tember 1, the latest figures available, we 
had only exported 86 millions of arms and 
munitions to Great Britain and approxi- 
mately half of this amount was represent- 
ed by airplanes, most of 
which 
went 


across the ocean in the month of August. 
Roughly, up to the time mentioned, we 
had not delivered more than 600 airplanes 
to England, and proud as we may wish to 
be of American achievement, we cannot 
be persuaded that those relatively -few 
airplanes were of a great deal of conse- 
quence in the magnificent efforts of the 
Royal Air Force. 


In truth our industry has been so de- 


crepit and broken under prevailing poli- 
cies in this country that after a year of 
war and every hectic effort to hustle us up 
we have been only able to deliver a hand- 
ful of airplanes to the British in spite of 
our noble and voluble President—who 
doesn't like a debate—talking about 50.000 
airplanes for America. 


And this item should burn into people's 


minds that when you treat industry like 
the very devil and keep a bunch of spies 
around to see how you can hurt it a little 
more, you will find that when great need 
comes it is necessarily playing close to 
its belly and with no more plant or equip- 
ment than it simply has to have to get 
along. 


ily mounting yield has been ample for her pro- 
cessing capacity. Soviet economic statistics are 
secret, but U. S. experts estimate this year's 
Russian 'cotton crop at around 4,000,000 bales. Of 
this Russia has been selling an estimated 1,000,- 
000 bales a year, a considerable proportion to 
Germany in barter deals. 


Official Russian explanation for the U. S. pur- 


cha|el is that under the latest five-year plan, 
her spinning equipment is so rapidly expanding 
that she needs more cotton than she produces. 
According to the Soviet buyers their spindle ca- 
pacity will reach a point in 1942 which will re- 
quire a 40 per cent increase in cotton supply. 


While delighted to have Russia buying cot- 


ton again, U. S. officials were curious about the 
possibility of the cotton reaching Germany and 
Italy. And so were the British. 


The British "navicert" system, whereby ship- 


pers obtain advance permission to transport 
merchandise through the British blockade, does 
not yet extend to the Pacific. Also, cotton is one 
of the items not subject to embargo or state de- 
partment license control. 


The matter of possible Russian re-export of 


the U. S. cotton to Germany was one of the 
subjects discussed by Under Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles and Soviet Ambassador Ou- 
mansky, who gave positive assurances that the 
cotton was strictly for Russian use.

Farmers, workers • and 
business men 


alike must all watch their step for there 
is danger in the wind. 


War always makes the countries af- 


fected lopsided. 
It calls for numerous 


things that in the succeeding 25 to 50 years 
may never be needed again. 


This is not alone in the field of war 


materials. It will make its influence felt 
somehow, and to some extent, practically 
everywhere. 


A recent news story will illustrate. 


This story lold us that the middle west is 
furnishing a large portion of the extensive 
British purchases of evaporated milk. In- 
July, 1039, England imported from us two 
million pounds of evaporated milk. A year 
later this amount had risen to 15 million. 
In the month of August just past it soared 
to 53 million. 


Obviously this item of business was 


occasioned because a more natural field 
for British purchases of dairy products is 
closed off by the war. And this item will 
be multiplied many times over as the war 
settles down in earnest and strikes its 
.stride. When the war is over this busi- 
ness wjJl evaporate too.

Chief reasons why John L. Lewis has been 


teetering back and forth regarding Support for 
F.D.R. are his camplaints against the lax en- 
forcement of the Wa^c-Hour Act and failure to 
deny defense contracts to companies violating 
the National Labor Relations act. 


A lot of CIO chieftains who lean more to the 


right than Lewis, do not agree with their bushy- 
broxved boss about Roosevelt. But they are dis- 
couraged at what they contend to be a com- 
plete breakdown of the Wage-Hour Act in many 
indusu ies, plus the defense commission's tramp- 
ling upon the National Labor Relations Act, 


Real fact is that charming Colonel Philip B. 


Fleming has not even taken the trouble to hire 
the inspectois voted him by congress, aod turn- 
ed back to the treasury last year $200,000 of un- 
expended funds which were to have been used 
to enforce the wage-hour laws. 


Today, Flemings labor critics charge that in 


order to cover up failure to enforce the act, he 
is trying to make a paper showing of efficiency 
by ordering each inspector to close three cases 
a day if he wants to keep his job.

executives who, either disgusted with the lax- 
ity of enforcement or genuinely interested in 
buHdinir wage-hour standards, have resigned. 
They include: General Counsel George McNul- 
ty, Chief Economist Carroll Daugherty, Assist- 
ant General Counsel Joseph Rauh, Assistant to 
the Executive M. C. Redman, and David Cobb, 
in charge of thc apparel wage section.

New York—More alarming than the raw graft and the snarling dishon-

Just as in jolf, tennis and other sports, there we unwritten rales In bowl- 
ine which are intended to five each kegler a fair and equal chance. 
There's an opportunity to exercise aa much courtesy, consideration and 
sportsmanship on the alleys as on the golf links or the tennis courts. 


Because they aren't aware of the courtesies, beginners usually are the 


worst offenders. The Golden Rule will-cover practically any situation but 
here are some tips to follow if you want to be'popular with your fellow 
pmsters: 


Never approach a rack and take a ball off just as a person in the 


adjacent alley is preparing to bowl or in the act of delivering his 
ball. While some keglers are calloused, most art easily upset by this 
common violation. 
Don't wear shoes with leather or black rubber, heels. Leather heels will 


scar the approaches while black rubber heels leave ugly marks which 
prevent bowlers from sliding properly and ruin their timing, tempera- 
ments and scores. A good pair of bowling shoes will outlast many pairs 
of street shoes, al^w foot muscles to work efficiently and improve your 
game. (Authorized and paid for by local shoe stores and sporting goods 
shops) 


When any two bowlers, bearing corresponding positions in the lineups 


of opposing teams, prepare to bowl, the kegler on the right should roll 
first. Never, under any circumstances, deliver a ball simultaneously with 
the bowler on either the right or the left 


Don't speak to or touch a bowler after he has taken his stance or 


while he is in the act of delivery. This is a cardinal violation of the 
bowler's code. 
Be ready to bowl when jour turn comes 
Be punctual when scheduled to bowl, whether it is in league, tourna- 


ments or special matches. A team can be thrown off its feed when forced 
to wait for a tardy member. 


Familiarize yourself with the rules of the game. Leain how to score 


Attend all meetings of your league or association 


If everybody did all these things, what a wonderful bowling world

In thinking about the life of Isue 


Newton, an old saying comes to my 
mind: "The boy is father to the 
man." 


That saying has t great deal of 


truth in it. The things • boy does 
will have much to do with the kind 
of a man he becomes. 


In his boyhood, Newton showed 


strong interest in knowledge, and 
did things which many older youths 
would not have thought of trying. 
Often he made models ol machines. 


A small windmill was one of the 


products of Isaac's hands. He also 
built a water clock, that is, a clock 
which told time because of the ac- 
tion of running, or dripping, water. 


Water clocks were not new. They 


had been known since the time of 
the ancient Greeks. When Isaac 
made one, ne did not produce a new 
invention, but added to his knowl- 
edge by testing what he had read 
in books. 


A sundial and a "mechanical 


mouse" were other things made by 
this English youth. We are told that 
the mechanical mouse would "eat 
grain," which must mean it had a 
little mill inside to grind the grain 
which was fed to it. 


An uncle of Isaac Newton—a good 


uncle—helped to pay his way at 
college. Newton studied at Cam- 
bridge, and after he graduated he 
became a professor there. He had 
only one lecture to give each week, 
and four hours to spend as a tutor 
for students. The rest of his time 
was free to use in the study of sci- 
ence. 


Newton was a Cambridge profes- 


sor for 26 years. That was the period 
in his life when he gave the world 
Ms greatest discoveries. 


Newton made test of sunlight, and 


proved that white light is made up 
of many colors. 


When he was only 29, he made a 


model of a new type of telescope, 
and told about it in a lecture before 
the Royal Society of London. This 
telescope worked on a different plan 
than the kind Galileo had produced 
for study of the stars. 


The largest telescopes of today 


follow the general plan of Newton's 
invention. If he, or someone else, 
had not done such work, people 
would not have the Mount Wilson 
telescope, with its mighty mirror, or 
others of the same type. 


Newton's most famous ideas are 


those about gravity. His "theory of 
gravitation" gave a key which sci- 
entists have used ever since to ex- 
plain facts about the sun and plan- 
ets.

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Budget Governs 
School Program, 
PTA Unit Told 


Superintendent Tells 
Of Problems Involved 
In Charting Finances 


Neenah — The amount of money 


which 
the 
school board has to 


spend determines the extent and 
quality of the school program, de- 
clared C. F. Hedges, superinten- 
dent of schools in Neenah, at the 
Koosevelt Parent Teacher associa- 
tion meeting Monday night in the 
school as he discussed "Functions 
of the School Board and the For- 
mation of the Budget." 


Listing difficulties in setting up 


a budget, Mr. Hedges told the par- 
ents that the school term does not 
correspond with the fiscal year un- 
der the budget. The fiscal year is 
from Jan. 1 to .Dec. 31 of a given 
year, which means the budget is 
set up for six months of the one 
school term and four months of the 
new term. 
Another difficulty is 


trying to anticipate expenses. As 
an example. Mr. Hedges cited an 
incident last year when the board 
knew thai the lighting in the high 
school was not up to standard but 
the fault could not be found, hence 
the expense for the change was not 
listed. The fault was finally deter- 
mined in the spring but there was 
no. money to pay for it in the 
budget. 
Unexpected expenses are 


found in school operation just as in 
home operation. 


The board cannot definitely for- 


see its revenue either, the speaker 
said as he pointed out that the 
school obtains certain aids from the 
state. The legislature had appro- 
priated a certain amount two years 
ago but when the school claims of 
Wisconsin were presented, there 
wasn't enough 
money and the 


schools had to take a cut. 
One 


year, the legislature cut out aid for 
the opportunity room but "fortun- 
ately that has been put back."

Milwaukee—Old" fighting Bob LaFollette the elder, who made Wiscon- 


sin a great laboratory for progressive government and who helped plant 
the seeds of national liberalism which have grown up into the New Deal— 
and who incidentally was an idol of Wendell Willkie's youth—must be 
tossing in his grave. 


For reaction has swept over Wisconsin in recent 


years and is now threatening to defeat his son, Sena- 
tor Robert M. LaFollette, Jr., for re-election. Young 
Bob is in trouble this time. Republicans are threaten- 
ing to make a clean sweep. 


Absolutely certain of re-election, apparently, is Re- 


publican Gov. Julius Heil, >a business man who is in 
the peculiar position of being laughed at as a clown 
even by some respectable Republicans, in private, but 
who is regarded even by some of the left-wingers as 
Unbeatable. Two nonentities are running against him. 
The farmers are sour on the New Deal and are con- 
tinuing their Republican drift first manifested in 1938. 
And in spite of the pain .which Heil's antics cause 
among his more discriminating supporters he gets 
across with large sections of the public. 


Against LaFollette, the Republicans have nominated a business man— 


a well-to-do farm-implement dealer, Fred H. Clausen, who has his roots 
in farm counties all over the state. 


Probably the most single damaging factor in the campaign against 


Senator LaFollette is his action two years ago in signing a joint message, 
along with some 60 other members 
of congress, wishing success to the 
loyalist government in Spain. Some 
of the signers repudiated their ac- 
tion when the backfire began but 
LaFollette stood by it. Now the Re- 
publicans are making heavy use of 
.he incident among Catholic voters. 
That's a nice bit of irony. LaFollette, 
who is opposed to Roosevelt's for- 
eign policy and who has stood faith- 
ful to isolationism right down to 
this moment, is in danger of being 
thrown out of the senate because of 
a gesture of good-will toward a 
foreign regime which was fighting 
fascism and nazism in Spain, that 
for a senator who, among Washing- 
ton newspaper correspondents, is 
ranked near the top in ability and 
who would be a credit to any state. 


Underlying this return of Repub- 


licans in Wisconsin is the tragic cir- 
cumstance that a good deal of it 
comes from the fact that Progres-
